they w ere m et by Col. Jo h n C. Coolidge, fath er of the President, and 
Mrs. A ndrew Croodhue, m other of Mrs. Coolidge. 
Col. Coolidge had come from his 
home at Plymouth, Vt. and both he 
and Mrs. Goodhue will accompany 
the residential party to Plymouth 
where Calvin Coolidge will be bur­ 
ied later in the day. 
It was also 
planned by the President to have 
his father return with the family 
to the White House.

The casket under a new cover of 
fresh pink roses, placed there this 
morning, remained in the com part­

Late* Record For Inilial Ap­ 
pearance of Rust in Win­ 
ter Wheat Is Set 


RUST FOUND 
Fargo, N. D.. July 10.—Wheat 
-stem rust in the red stage was 
discovered for the 
first 
time 
this year on spring wheat at the 
North Dakota A gricultural col­ 
lege plots, L. R. Waldron, plant 
breeder, announced 
yesterday. 
It’s too late to do any material 
damage, he believes, and. there 
is not much of it in evidence. 
Stem rust was discovered June 
29 last year—IQ days earlier. 


Fargo, N. D., July 10.—Black stem 
ru st of spring wheat has not yet 
been observed in North Dakota des­ 
pite the fact that J,he 
crop is 
a 
week farth er along than when the 
first reports of rust were received 
a year ago. 
This is the report of 
authorities at the North Dakota Ag­ 
ricultural college, who are optimis­ 
tic regarding prospects for a light 
rust year. 
The diseases was found on winter 
wheat July 'S'by L. R. W aldron, plant 
breeder at the: agricultural college, 
but a careful search at that time 
and during the present 
week 
has 
faijed to 
reveal any signs of infec­ 
tion on spring wheat. 
Little im­ 
portance is attached to . the appear­ 
ance of rust on winter wheat, as the 
acreage of this crop in the state is 
very small, and rust has always been 
a minor damage factor for winter 
wheat in this locality, according to 
the authorities. 
A record for late initial appear­ 
ance of black stem ru st in North 
Dakota has boen set this year, ac­ 
cording to 
Wanda W eniger, plant 
pathologist of the 
North 
Dakota 
Experiment station, who has records 
for the past five years showing that 
hitherto the 
disease 
has 
always 
made its appearance on spring wheat 
some time' in June. 
When F irst Observed 
“ Black Stem ru st was first ob­ 
served on spring wheat June 29, last 
year,’’ Miss Weniger declares. 
"In 
1922 the disease was observed June 
26, 1921, June 13', 1920, June 22 and 
1919, June 6. 
We have no records 
available prior to 1919. 
Earliness 
of the initial 
appeeTrance of rust, 
coupled with favorable weather for 
its development, are the most im- 
p¿rtant 
factors 
determ ining 
the 
amount of damage caused to 
the 
spring wheat crop. 
“The fact that the ru st has not 
yet made its 
appearance at 
this 
time, July 8, which is nine 
days 
later than the appearance last year, 
gives an optimistic outlook to the 
prospect for little damage from rust. 
Of course the crop is later , this 
year, but it is not as late as the 
rust.” 
Last year the black stem 
rust 
made its appearance when the wheat 
was in the boot stage, according to 
Miss W eniger, while this year varie­ 
ties of wheat which have been head­ 
ed out for a week on the experiment­ 
al plots at the college do not show 
the disease. 
. 
Another D íeea» 
Another 
disease, 
leaf 
ru st' of 
wheat, is often confused with the 
black stem rust, Miss W eniger de­ 
clares. 
“Leaf rust is making its 
appearance on wheat,” -she says, “but 
this is an entirely different disease 
and in previous years has eaused 
comparatively little 
damage.* The 
pústules or leelons. produced by the 
leaf ru st are round or ovaj in shape 
.and are orange-red in color. The first 
pustules of the black stem ru st are 
about one-eighth of an inch long and 
scarcely wider than the thickness 
of a fingernail.

Madison Square Garden, New 
York, July 10.—With John W. 
Davis, of West Virginia, chosen as-

harles W. Bryan, of Nebraska, as 
his running mate, the Democratic 
national convention 
brought its 
tempestuous sessions to a close 
early today. 
Breaking down the deadlock that 
had gripped the convention tenaci- 
ou.sly through more than 100 bal­ 
lots, the convention 
named 
its 
presidential choice at the after­ 
noon session, and selected its vice- 
presidential candidate in its last 
session at 2:30 a. m. 
It was only after a record shat­ 
tering convention that the Demo­ 
cratic national ticket was named. 
Nominated on the 103rd ballot in 
the final dissolution of the deadlock 
which had kept the convention bal­ 
loting for ten days, Mr. Davis be­ 
gan his service as the leader of his 
paitv by unsetting precedent and 
addressing the convention at its 
evening session and then going into- 
conference with convention mana­ 
gers over choice of a nominee for 
vice-president. 
. 
Davis Approves Bryan 
Governor Bryan was chosen for 
second place on the ticket after his 
friends had placed before Mr. Davis 
and his conferees an argument for 
selection of a western man of 
proved executive capacity, familiar 
with agriculture and in sympathy 
with the liberal sentiment of the 
country. 
The nomination of the Nebraska 
fovernor, who is a brother of Wil­ 
iam Jennings Bryan, took only one 
lallot. The word that the leaders 
wanted him nominated was passed 
quickly about the convention hall 
and although active campaigns had 
been made for several other candi­ 
dates the result was not long in 
doubt. 
Mr. Bryan was declared nomin­ 
ated at 2:22 a. m.. Eastern daylight 
saving time. 'Then after a few last 
minute formalities the convention 
adjourned sine die at 2:24 a. m. 
And the delegates for the last 
time filed wearily out of the old 
Garden where their nerves had been 
frazzled and their patience worn 
out by the more than two weeks of 
the most stirring scenes in all po­ 
litical history. 
The story of the nomination of 
John W. Davis, as told by, the of­ 
ficial figures, is a record' of the 
unwavering support of a handful 
of men and women from far and 
near, who never lost faith that he 
could and would be the choice of his 
party. 
Native Son Wins 
Throughout the long deadlock the 
backbone of his strength was the 
little delegation of his native West 
Virginia, but there never was a 
time after the first ballot when the 
16 votes of the West Virginians 
were not at least matched in the 
Davis column by those that came in 
driblets from other delegations. 
Almost from the first Porto 
Rico’s six went in whole or in part 
to Davis. For many weary ballots 
Louisiana stood solidly behind him 
when the pressure'to leave his trail­ 
ing banner was strongest. And it 
was the united voice of the delega­ 
tion 
from 
Maryland, 
speaking 
through Governor Alfiert C. Ritchie, 
that signalized the final turning of 
the tide.

On the opening ballot more than 
a week ago, only 15 votes beside 
West Virginia’s were cast for the 
future nominee. Of the total of 31,

Cleaning Crystals with Alcohol 


The sensitivenew of a crystal deter- 


mines to a great extent the receiving 
range of a set. 
Some crystals are 


much better than others in this re- 
spect, but even good ones are soon 
spoiled by improper care. Air causes 
the surface of the crystal to oxidize 
gradually, which oi course decreases 
iu efficiency. Duat particles in the air 
also lodge on the surface and adhere 
to it. Toe meat trouble is, however, 
caused by handling the crystal, as 
the oil on the hands and fingers, which 
is imperceptible to the naked eye, 
insulates the surface of the crystal, and 
for this reason crystals should never 
•lie-touched. An excellent method of 
cleaning crystals, #hich will in many 
cases restore the original sensitiveness, 
is to give them a bath in alcohol, using 
an old toothbrush to scrub them.

Other 
common plpnt diseases in North Da­ 
kota, possibly excepting loose sm ut 
and flax wilt, are not so prevalent 
as lit previous years, according to 
M iss^W eniger, who a ttrib u tes their 
a b s e ^ e to the late season and the 
healthy growth of small grains.

In 30 or 40 years the gfeat gold'mines of the world will 
all shut down for good, predicts Dr. G. Berg, of the Prussian 
Geological Institute.

His idea is that, by that time, the mines will have been 
¡worked to the point where it will no longer pay to operate 


And new mines of importance are not apt to be discov­ 
ered, for practically the whole world has already been pros­ 
pected for the precious yellow metal, Berg argfues. 
However—

Only a few years ago American geologists were predict­ 
ing a permanent shortage of oil, with no new big oil pools to 
be discovered. Enormous oil pools continue to be opened up 
periodically, nevertheless. 
Right now there’s a,world sur­ 
plus of oil.

On the other hand, assume that Berg is right. Fascinat- * 
ing possibilities present themselves. It is claimed by expert's 
that not more than half of the gold that has been taken 
from the ground by man is still in man’s hands. 
Bit by bit, it is lost here and there—such as gold rings 
dropped in deep water. Huge gold cargoes have been sunk 
at sea. 
. 
If no more gold were to be found in the earth, the avail­ 
able supply of gold would steadily decrease. 
« 


The vanishing of the world’s supply of gold might be 
more of a blessing than a calamity. For one thing, it would 
compel man to put his money system on a scientific' basis 
— as, for instance, making the dollar represent a certain 
number of units of human energy or labor. Instead, we have 
the gold system, based on the element of scarcity—for gold, 
after all, is worthless except for filling teeth and other pur­ 
poses where its ability to withstand corrosion is valuable. 
If lead were as scarce as gold, lead would be worshiped 
and be used as the basis of money. Gold has been condemned 
as the inciter to greed, dishonesty, murder and other crimes 
and forms of degradation. 
. 
But that’s not quite fair to gold. Gold is just the symbol 
of scarcity. The real culprit is scarcity, which appeals to 
the peculiar human instinctive craving to own anything that 
is rare enough to be available only for a few.

If no more gold were to be found in the earth, the avail- 


able supply of gold would steadily decrease.

The vanishing of the world's supply of gold might be 


more of a blessing than a calamity. For one thing, it would 
compel man to put his money system on a scientific' basis 
— as, for instance, making the dollar represent a certain 
number of units of human energy or labor. Instead, we have 
the gold system, based on the element of scarcity—for gold, 
after all, is worthless except for filling teeth and other pur- 
poses where its ability to withstand corrosion is valuable. 


If lead were as scarce as gold, lead would be worshiped 


and be used as-the basis of money. Gold has been condemned 
as the inciter to greed, dishonesty, murder and other crimes 
and forms of degradation. 


But that's not quite fair to gold. Gold is just the symbol 


of scarcity. The real culprit is scarcity, which appeals to

Owl* Flying in Flock

years, and there is no doubt that 
they are today far more numerous 
than most people have any idea. 
Motoring recently after the fall 
of darkness along u byroad between 
Macmerry and, Pencuitland, writes 
H. M. B. in the Edinburgh Scots­ 
man, I drew the attention of my 
passenger to an owl flying over- 
liead, and at the same time I slack­ 
ened speed so that we might ob­ 
tain a better view of the bird. We 
then noticed a second owl, and al­ 
most Immediately a third and s 
fourth, flying over the fleld on our 
right; Indeed, It seemed that there 
was a whole flock of them, as we 
counted as many as six clearly 
visible against tbe sky at the same 
time. At first I thought that they 
must be peewits, which often be- 
sport themselves thus after dark­ 
ness, but as the birds crossed the 
rays of the head lamps there was 
no doubting that they were owls— 
tawny or barn. I think the latter. 
Certainly they were not long-eared 
owls. 
' 
Long-eared owls are, to some ex­ 
tent, gregarious and sociable by 
dispolition—that Is, a number, of 
them ifiay foregather Irrespective 
of food or mating attractions. Such 
meetings are purely stfcial, and in 
the case of the long-eared owl they 
may occur at any season, day or 
night; hut I have never heard of a 
purely social. gathering of brown 
or barn owls.
